Cuba Held Up 


MIAMI < UPI) — The final air­ 
lift of ransom supplies to the Fi­ 
del Castro regime in Cuba has 
been postponed until Sunday with­ 
out official explanation. The flight 
had been scheduled for today. 
Sources said the delay was re­ 
quested by the Swiss Embassy in 
Havana to allow time to arrange 
for part of a group of some 250 
Cuban-Americans in Havana to 
fly to the United States aboard 
the empty Pan American Wprid 
Airways DC6B. 


Pan American announced Thurs­ 
day night that the flight, sched­ 
uled for this morning, had been 
put off until 0 a.m., EST, Sunday 
at the request of the Red Cross. 
But a Red Cross spokesman. 
Stuart Queen, would only say that 
the plane would not take off as 
scheduled this morning. Neither 
he nor Red Cross officials in 
Washington would explain the de­ 
lay, or even confirm that the 
flight had been re-scheduled for

The plane wiU be the 15th and 
last ransom flight to Cuba. But 
an estimated two more shiploads 
of ransom goods still must be sent 
to Fidel Castro to put the toll 
$63 million worth of medical sup­ 
plies and foodstuffs in his hands 
in return for the invasion prison­ 
er*. who were airlifted to Miami 
Dec. 23 and 24.

It 
was at the second “secret” meet­ 
ing that the board decided that 
Martin should delay his actions 
until still further investigation into 
the matter is conducted. 
Martin Talks 
Martin today saki that “the ma­ 
jority of the board indicated that 
the steps which I recommended 
are not to be taken at this time.” 
However, he said he felt that the 
board will “meet in the very near 
future to resolve the problem.” 
About 25 cafeteria employes, in­ 
cluding Mrs. Jessie Saxman, man­ 
ager of the Lincoln School cafe­ 
teria; Mrs. R. Louise Burr, dieti­ 
tian for the school district, and 
Mrs. Jessie Pinto, assistant cafe­ 
teria manager for the school dis­ 
trict, were on hand last night to 
hear Martin’s report.

Went Behind Doors 
This, however, wasn’t the case 
as the school board resorted to its 
usual procedures and took the 
issue behind closed doors. 
Accusations of “clashing per­ 
sonalities” among cafeteria work 
ers seemed to be the case with 
some members (rf the school 
board last night as they differed 
sharply on the facts surrounding 
the sugar incident.

From his investigation, Martin’s

manager (Mrs. Saxman) and the 
manager has not been effective 
in her attempts to exert the 
necessary control (rf the em­ 
ploye.” 
Wants Correction 
Martin said that “although this 
has not had any effect on the 
preparation of the food” to the 
more than 600 pupils in 
the 
Lincoln 
School, he 
made 
his 
recommendations to “correct the 
situation.” 
The tainted sugar reportedly 
was discovered first in the teach­ 
ers’ dining room Dec. 14. Mrs. 
Saxman had ordered sugar in the 
dining room and in the main 
supply bin thrown out. A strange 
taste was noted in the teachers’ 
sugar again a week later, this 
time reportedly a salty taste. 
There was some concern at the 
time that the tainted sugar might 
have been used in the baking of 
biscuits for the students. Mrs 
Saxman, 
however, 
had 
tasted 
the biscuits and said they were 
not tainted. The matter had been 
brought to her attention by Mrs. 
Badolato. 
Other Reports 
Other reports of mold-crusted 
butter and spoiled meat found in 
the Lincoln cafeteria are also 
being investigated by the admini­ 
stration and the school board. 
Just when the case will resolve 
itself, only the school directors 
can supply the answer. While re­ 
buking the superintendent’s rec­ 
ommendations. the board gave no 
indication of its future action in 
the case.
